it was proposed to take thither. Kach man would 
bo allowed to pre-empt loO aercs ; if he has a wilo, 
GO additional acres, and 10 for every child. A ;^iir.- 
buat would aeeoiiipany tho pally, and also ;v com- 
pttent party to deal willi the Iiiiliaiis. .Ml tlial the 
gorernnieiit wanted was an assiiranee that a suf- 
Hvient number of men would go up in a l\)rtni^lu and 
a vessel would be provided to tuko ihcm,aud he did 
not fancy that tbero would be the least trouble in 
lakingl'paMossioh') of thc land*. In'Somenos and 
Comialian- districts.'! up troublo, with the Indians 
wat'to be'foared. lui Quamichan and Conleban, 
however, there were namerous Indian potatoc 
p<itch«8, and a competent gurvcyor would accom- 
pany the party and set apart the land for tliesc 
patchea. What was to be avoided was ill feeling 
betwetn the oetllers and Indiiiis. The ai;ricul- 
tural richness of the valley was wcU known. 
There was also abundance of timber, aii.l cedar 
shinglc-s, which ahvays eunr.naiiiied a i;ood piice 
in the market, might be made there cheaply, and 
brought to town for $1 a thousand by team stcr-J. 
Mr. Gary concluded by saying '.Uata list would be 
opened for the reception of the names of all those 
willing to go up. Let it be shown that a sufficient 
number were willing to ko up and Qovernment 
would jle idl it could to help them. 

Iia4i^wer,to 'wVeral quorrisis in tho audience, 
Mr. Gary said that the settlers should settle as near 
aspossibte to each other, for mutual protection, 
and coasting vcssoU could take the produce to 
market. 

A voice — You're going to give them each liO 
acres and boniethiTiu; eUo. 
Mr. Gary— What's that r 

The voice— A I'.evlish aiijht of trouble fur r.otli- 
mg. [Laughter.] 

Arciideaeon Wnght here rose in the amlieiic? 
and suggested that the project be listened to 
quietly .ind dispassionately. [.Vpiilaiisc ] 

Mr. Gary coniinued to answer iiuestions for 
aoino time, sayitig that the land was only tu 
be '.disposed of by pre-omptiou, and none was 
for sale nt the upset pr.ce : tho settlers would 
be amply protctcd in tlicir rights to the 
laind by the employment towards the Indians 
of a little moral force, backed up by a little physi- 
oal force ; he could give no estimate of what it 
COIt to, live there ; not a shilling of the pur- 
chwie',' iuouey need be paid before the land ha l 
been occupied a year; and tjoveniuieiit would 
uevor turn a man out who was cuUivalhig tho Kind. 

Mr. Shanks thought the meeting was a trick. 

The Chairman replied that no personalities 
would be allowed. 

After some further remarks, Mr. Gary retired, 
and Surveyor General remberton came iurwanl. 

Mr. Pcmberton said there were from oO.OOJ to 
60,000 acres of good land in Gowichan Vall..'y— 
tho best on Vancouver Island. .He bad been over 
the valley recontlv and met but.two whUe men 
there. 'X'lie Indians were: anxious to have the 
whites come among them : as : soon us they 
were settled' with' for • the land. There were 
frona 15,000 to 20,000 acres perfectly open, 
and the land was well watered. Tho fisheries 
were, extensive and would turn out to be valuable ; 
it was a great counlrj for game, and althmi^'li he 
was a poor shot he had always been able to supply 
hiniaelf while there witii game of ev-ry descrip- 
tion. The timber was of the best kind, and min- 
erals were believed to abound there. Mr. I'ciuber- 
ton bolioved the present was a cond oppmtuniiy 
for 100 or 2J0 men to go there, and goverunicnt 
was aaxioua to give tlicm every assistance. 

In answer to quostions, Mr. l'cu;berton said 
that tho Indians had rando very moderate propos- 
als to him and that they . were very anxious for a 
white population to settle (here; government would 
no doubt compensate, them reasonably for the land; 
100 migbt-isttle thorc;i(ind there was no danger of 
a'ftgtit, 'tne'moral effeet .of the presence of the 
whites' Wu enough to keep them in order. At 
Somenos and Gomiakon he thought whiles, if 
tkey spoke tho langaago, would be. perfectly safo. 
-Two men had lived in Coraiaken all winter, and 
wero not troubled. 

A few remarks were made by Mr. 'I'hornc re- 
garding white men with Indian wives who en- 
couraged the Indians to ask a higli price I'nr their 
land. 

Mr. Gary said that when tho list of names had 
been obtained, ut the end of a fortnight Govern- 
ment would know whether any arrangement could 
be made with tho Indians, and if so, the party 
would start. 

A gentleman in the audience spoke very forcibly 
on the necessity of cultivating Iriendly rplations 
with the Indians. lie liked the projnct, but In- 
dians were treacherous, and the settlers should be 
^iprjatecie^.'.,' He wanted to have the matter fully 
stated. 

Mr. Pcmberton said that .jO men would be \>vr-' 
feotly secure even if they could not speak the In- 
dian language. 

Mr. Pidwell made a few forcible and well-timed 
reiuurks with regard to those great bui>hears, the 
Indians, and said that Vnncuuvor Island ollered 
far greater inducemonta for selllerj than any part 
of Canada. He believed that the Indians wero very 
mueh overrated. It was said that '-110010 Sam 
was rich enough to give us all a farm," and we 
would find that Queen Victoria was rich cnou-b 
to give uii all a fsrm on far better terms than any 
Uncle Sam could give. 

A voice— Uncle Sam supplies us with farm pro- 
ducts, too, 

Mr. Pidwell— I want to say a word on that sub- 
i jest too. Where does Culifurnia ilnd a market f ir 
her produco. [Voice — Here,] and whore does Ore- 
gon And a market, [Uere.J That's it, and we 
have to put a stop to it by raising our own produce 
and keeping the money in tho country. [.Vpplimse. ] 
Ho considered the Indian question a bu:.!liear. 

Mr. I'emberton remained on the platform for 
some tinia thereafter, and continued to answer 
questions, some of whieh bore upon the shooting 
of a settler by Gowichan Indians, many years at;o, 
and thu snbsocjuDut hanging of the culprit by niiii- 
o'-war's-mon. 

Mr. Franklin, M. P. P.. spoke at considerable 
length as to the Indian question, dcolaring it to be 
a bug-boar, and wholly unworthy to be entertained 
for a moment. 

.. Mr, Gary again stated that Government wciuld 
sec thatan ainicablc arrangement with the Indians 
wis made before the party started. 

Archdeacon Wright then came forward amid 
loud applause. He considered that tho mcetiiiL; 
had been called in good faiih by it.s origimitoi .i, 
itnd recomiu(Midcd tlioso present to give it due eun- 
sidHratiun. The Indian terrors he rei^ardeil as a 
bugbear. If oO men settled there, a cleri;yniau 
and sehoolmaslor would soon follow them, lie 
proposud that the meeting accept the statement 
laid before it, und adopt it so far as eircamstunces 
miKl't jiistify, 

Tlio rosohition was i;econde(l by Mr ICiirles ami 
c»rriud unaniuiously. 

Mr. Gary informed those present that u Hot 
would be opened at his publiu oihce to day; and 
he wished those putting down their names to siaic 
their oapabililiosi as he would not recommend pei- 
soai who vrorj neunlJo»i to attempt to settle, llo 

rW9n proposed a vote of thar.ks to the ehnirman, 
and to the propriotor of the buildiiii- for the use of 
the room.— Carried by aoclamiUion. 

Lieut. Goni. IlopoVerney, H.>f.,thea proposed 
a vote of thanks to all tho speakers of thu evening, 
both those who had spoken in favor of and uguinst 
the movement, .w|ilch was carried amid loud ap- 
plause, after which' the meeting broke up.

In conuectiuii with the above, L wish to s.iy a 
word or two to thoae who may read thi.i letter ami 
are subject to the gold fever. ' Let theni lirst think 
of the dilicultics they h.>.vc to cont .'iid w itii in com- 
ing to this eciiatry ; w.ilking I'l.ui- or five hundred 
Hides up and down steep, narrow and most dan- 
gerous hills, through rapid streains, across lo^s, 
and thrugh snarling bushes, inirc ami snow, with 
a heavy burden on their back, is no fun. Then, 
when this country is reached, the greatest dillical- 
tics commence with thoie w ho have but littlu means 
— hirc-nurk is dillienlt to obt.iin, on account of lUo 
great number of people who are here already, and 
prospecting cannot be done without a little capital, 
on aceuuiit of the high jirico of jirovisions, gum 
boots, milling tooU, vie. Thousands have alru.idy 
come up to uiis country to be disappointed, ar.il 
have gone back disgusted with it. Manyuf those, 
!'—.vcv-i, came bore expecting to liiid an abun- 
dance uf gold without the instruhiiiitality of labor 
orcapit.il. Tlioy bad never worked in their lives 
—their friends were /■(i7i ul /iu/j.e; there they had 
plenty, and servants to wait upon them, and horses 
to ride upon ; but here they had but little of the 
necessaries of lifoi had to wait upon themselves, 
and had to make routes of themselves ! '' Oh, 
what a falling olf was there I" By tho way, 51r. 
Editor, thcro is no need of those fancy, reflned 
people here, unless they have means. Persever- 
ing, hard working men are the goods for this mar- 
ket. Iliad not " worked " at iiny thing laborious 
for 13 years myself until I e-me to this duiitry, 
but wliea 1 came here, 1 found it was ticecssary to 
work, and took to ii us natur.il as a hungry man 
will to his meal. 

It is true that hundreds of those who have re- 
turned come here with a gooil will to work, but 
linding that dillienlt to obtain Imd h avnig no 
means to iiro.-;pect with, they had to sell wliatev 
tlicy had left, and make their way hon 
with lieary hearts. lint all this, sir, d 
prove Cariboo to be 11 " humbug."

vote it to writing you a few lines. * • • I 
snpjio.se you hear very confticling accounts from 
Cariboo.
